Applicant hereby petitions in response to the Notice oflncomplete Reissue Application mailed 
on May 24, 2001. In the Notice, it was asserted that the specification was missing, and that the 
specification did not include at least one claim. This Notice is incorrect. The specification was filed 
with the original reissue application. Enclosed herein at Exhibit A is a copy of the postcard, stamped 
as being received by the Patent Office on June 8, 2000. The specification filed was a copy of the 
patent to be reissued, U.S. Patent No. 5,865,146. Also enclosed at Exhibit B is the applicant's 
transmittal letter (two pages) signed by Ms. Ginny Sawatzke on June 8, 2000, certifying that a copy 
of U.S. Patent No. 5,865, 146 as the specification was filed. Finally, enclosed at Exhibit C is a copy 
of the PTO Form SB/50 (two pages) also certifying that a photocopy of the U.S. Patent No. 
5,865,146 was included with the original filing of the application. 

According to MPEP §1410 (Content of Reissue Application), the specification of the reissue 
application is the copy of the patent for which reissue is requested that is submitted by applicant as 
part of the initial application papers. As stated above, a copy of the patent for which reissue is 
requested was filed as the specification. MPEP §141 1 states that cut-up soft copies of the original

Applicant did not submit 
a cut-up copy of the original patent; rather, a copy of the original patent which was not cut up was 
submitted. Therefore, applicant's only potential error with regard to the filing of the specification of 
this reissue application was not to place the specification in the cut-up form. 

Applicant's attorney contacted Mr. Tim Williams on July 19, 2001 at the Initial Patent 
Examination Division to request that the Initial Patent Examination Division pull this re-application 
file to see if, in fact, a copy of the patent was in the file. Mr. Williams indicated that he would order 
the file from the Central Files. 

Also enclosed herein is the petition fee for $130.00. Any underpayment of this fee may be 
charged to Deposit Account No. 19-1970. 

A copy of the Notice of Incomplete Reissue Application is also enclosed herein.
